Symbol* of the Thunderbolt. 


The different nations of the world, 


both ancient and modern, have employed 
various symbols to represent the fires 
that flash from the thundercloud. 
The 


Chaldeans symbolized it with a trident; 
the learned Babylonians used a human 
arm for the same purpose. The bas-re- 
liefs of Niinrnd and Malthia, the work 
of later and more refined Assyrian 
artists, show the trident doubled or 
transformed into a tritid fascicle,. This 
triumph of the classic art secured for 
the ancient Mesopotamian symbol the 
advantage over all other representations 
of the thunderbolt. 


The Greeks represented the storm fire 


with the features of a bird of prey 
Later on, when they had begnn the nse 
of the Asiatic form of the symbol, they 
put ft in f he cjawa of an eagle and made 
it the scepter of Zeus. Gaul received 
the symbol from Italy, but soon altered 
it to the familiar two headed hammer 
seen on the Gallo-Roman monuments. 
The same symbol is seen on amulets 
Found in Germany, f3candinayia 
Brittany. — St. Louis Republic.

He places free coinage 
before party ancoesa aud urges the silver 
men to assert themselves at Minneapolis 
and Chicago, and if neither Convention 
declares for free coinage to press their jnst 
claims* through united action. He con- 
tends that if the silver men secure a few 
electoral votes and neither the Democratic 
or Bepnblioan nominee for President had 
•> majority they might, by agreement with 
one or the other, secure their pant rights 


Mr. Rowlands' address shows him to be 


in foil accord with the silver movement in 
Nevada aud other States. The old partiei 
failing to reoogoize free coinage in thai 
platforms, he advises concerted action b; 
the silver men of all parties. This sbowi 
that his position has been mforepresentet 
by the newspapers of this State, wbiol 
conveyed the idea that they were his per 
sonat organs aud authorized to speak fe 
him. 
Instead, however, his sentiments are 


the same as those expressed by Stewart 
Cassidy, Wren, Powning and other prom 
inent citizens, that in united action on th 
part ot all free coinage advocates agains 
the gold men whether they be Republican 
or Democrats.

PLEADING FOR S1LVKR. 


Newland* Places ITree Coinage Before 


Party and Contend* that It U the 
Greatest Issue Before the Country. 


The Silver Convention in session at 


Washington last week was composed of 
delegates from all par s of the United 
States, several hundred of whom were in 
attendance. A brief synopsis of the pro- 
ceedings appeared in the telfgraphio col- 
umns of the JOUSSAL. Among the princi- 
pal speakers were Shinn of 
K*osao, 


Thomas of Pennsylvania, Judge Myrick of 
Colorado, Morteu Frewen of England, F. 
G. Newlands of Nevada and E. D. Stark 
of Ohio. The latter expressed himself as 
having no confidence in the proposed In- 
ternational 
Conference. 
Trewen 
said 


•while he would like to sec free coinage 
brought about by an international agree- 
ment, he bad no doubt that America could 
restore (.liver to its old place, without the 
least danger of sending gold to a premium, 
and in that event he sakl he did not be- 
lieve any silver of consequence would come 
from Europe. 


NBWLASDS OH THE SITtTATION. 


Francis G. Newlands of Nevada, Vice 


Chairman of the National Silver Commit- 
tee, addressed himself to the history of 
the agitation for the restoration of silver in 
this country, and to the question of an In- 
ternational Conference. He stated that in 
1873 silver was demonetized in this coun- 
try by the surreptitious dropping of the 
silver dollar from the enumerated coins in 
the mint law, and continued as follows: 
The agitation for its restoration resulted in 
the passage of a free coinuge bill by the 
Senate and the House in 1878. 
As the 


bill was vetied by the President, resulting 
in the compromise Bland bill, the question 
then slept for nearly ten years. 
Grover 


Cleveland succeeded in preventing bis 
party from taking any action, and most 
strenuously advocated the repeal of the 
Bland bill Act in 1888. The Democratic 
party renominated Grover Cleveland, and 
their platform was silent with referecpa to 
to the free coinage of silver. The Repub- 
lican party inserted a plauk declaring in 
favor of the use of silver and gold as money. 
This plank was regarded by the West as a 
free coinage plank, and Harrison was 
elected. 


THE EEPOELICAN COT7B3B. 


An evasive attampt was made by the Ad- 


ministration to satisfy the requirements of 
the platform by Windom's Bullion Certifi- 
cate and Redemption bill. 
After a long 


contest this bill was shorn of its most ob- 
jectionable features and passed as 8 com- 
promise. 
The silver question went into 


the campaign of 1890. The Democratic 
party, both in the House and Senate, was 
absolutely committed to free caiuage as a 
party policy. 
The issue was more vital 


than the tariff iu the West and South. The 
result was that the Democratic ticket was 
elected and a Democratic majority of 118 
in the House secured. No one questioned 
the passage of a frea coinage bill until some 
of the leaders of the Democrats, who hail 
been most active in the denunciation of the 
Bopublicane during the previous Winter, 
and most strenuous in their advocacy of 
free coina'go, declared (bat wisdom required 
a halt. 


THE ISTKBNATIONAL COJJFEBENCIC. 


Tue idea of an International Conference 


was suggested as if it were a n*w idea, 
notwithstanding the fact that two confer, 
enoes bad already been held wUiou were 
entirely futile.

IKGLAND'S BBLATIONS WITH INDIA, 


Mr. Newlanda stated that the Manohes 


ter manufacturers claim that the variation 
in the rate of exchange between silver and 
gold disturbs all their transactions with 
India. A prominent English banker, how 
ever, bad told him thut this inconvenience 
is nothing in comparison to the inconven- 
ience which would be occasioned to the 
Manchester manufacturers by depriving 
India entirely of its chance of txp-rting 
anything, and that chance would be taken 
away if thfl market price of silver were 
raised to its old parity with gold, for Amer- 
ica would then furnish England with wheat 
and cotton instead of India. The manu- 
facturers of Manchester oonld not be ex- 
pected to prevail against the banking inter- 
ests of Lombard street, in London, which 
had always controlled English financial 
legislation. 
MUST MOT CHECK THB 8ILVEB MOVEMENT. 


Mr. NewlandH strongly urged npon the 


convention not to check the silver move- 
meat in this country iu view of the pro 
posed international conference, and he ei' 
pressed a view that if a halt should be 
called in the agitation here, and should 
that conference prove a failure, the cause 
of bi-metalliam would be forever lost. 
He 


said that the leaders of a groat movement 
intended for the amelioration of the oondi 
tion of man should never allow such a 
movement to lone its momentum, but In 
order to be successful it must Increase in 
power, and it mast crush beneath it every 
man who attempts to stay its progress. 
No great idta ever reached triumph when 
its leaders were vacillating.

He explained why the South and West

ANALYSIS OP T^B SIT/CATION. 


The importance of inquiring as to the 


prospect of the snooesa of the International 
Conference involves an analysis of the re- 
Intioni of the various prominent commer. 
oial nations of the world to each otber, re- 
membering always that self-interest will 
control nations ai well as individuals in 
monetary and oommeroial matters. 


The International Conference requires 


the consent of at least England, Germany 
and France, for the latter two will not act 
without the acquiescence of Englnnd. All 
of these are built-up countries with filed 
popuUitiotip, whose wealth consists mainly 
of money and foreign bonds and interest 
bearing obligations. 


A D1FPBB»NCE IN WEALTH. 


Mr. Newlauds then stated that the wealth 


of tho United States consisted chiefly of 
nnduveloped property, compelling as to 
appeal to the creditor nations for money 
with which to increase the value of this 
property. 
He said that if we ask these 


nations to increase tho volume of money, 
they would reply that they bad a sufficient 
volume of money, and there wag no reason 
why they should increase it. M,r. Newlonds 
also stated fbat the creditor nations could 
ait any time increase their circulation by 
calling in their loans to us, and other 
countries, thus deceasing the volume of 
our own circulation.
